Pnblio SCeetings on the 

When^ f«w montlis ago,* tlio lea- 
der of the QoTornmont, by dint of the 
most unscrupulouB "privuto loiter" 
-■writing, succeeded in gottiug eut-and- 
dri«d rosolutions smuggled through 
hole-and-corner so-called public mee- 
iings, the Bubaervient organs exclaim- 
ed, "Hark! 'Tis tlio voice of tho peo- 
ple." Now, howcYor, that tho Buici- 
dal and unjustifiable conduct of the 
Government, in assuming tho grave 
responsibilitj of refusing in tho ru- 
dest manner to negotiate Nvith Mr. 
Mackenzie and of bouncing away to 
•Dbwning-streot upon what ever^'body 
must know tobe a "-wild-goose chase," 
has evoked a spontaneous, enthusins- 
tic and uniraraal expression of popular 
ditapprobation, the same organs 
BQesringly dispargo and impudently 
.AUSrepTMant tho movement. Large 
'l^iitiE^nnga of respectable people, the 
.l^He and sinew of the country in fact, 
Qasrcp'^tit ,4owii as 'BSsemblageB of half 
'U AoHen of nobodies. Intelligent and 
inuily utterances are described as the 
idiotic haverings of people who "have 
liad the wsol^puUed over their eyes at 
• fearful rate P. J, Barnard, or 
some of his hireling teamsters." All 
thia is certainly very complimentary to 
•the sturdy and enterprising yeomanry 
of the interior, and they -will, we doubt 
not, know how to appreciate ib. The 
local Geveinment ought to have known, 
however.the utter powerlessuess of the 
weapon they are employing. Such 
misrepresentation seldom fails to bring 
its own fitting reward. It is becanse 
of conscious failure on their own part 
,to "pull the wool over the eyes" of the 
■'joHeJligdixtMainlanders, that the or- 
gans. haye recourse to the fishwife wea- 
yop'Ol insulting abuse. It is because 
be organs cannotsucceed in cramming 
ihem the most absurd nonesense 
M to iir. Mackenzie's policy and in- 
..dwa^na'that they now adopt a style 
■whioh they must know cannot fail 
to proToka tho indignant resent- 
ment of the Mainland. What strong- 
er evidence could be daeired of tho 
desperate mental condition into which 
the organ-grinders have worked thoni- 
selves than the reiterated assertion that 
Mr. Barnard has a strong perianal in- 
terest in delaying railway construction 
— in having a waggon-road instead of 
a railway? It is, indeed, paying tho 
people a poor compliment to ask them 
to believe anything so supremely ab- 
surd. Why, there is, perhaps, not on 
the whole Mainland another man so 
largely interested in having railway 
construction commenced at once, ur 
who would be more surely and largely 
ban^tted bjr its early commencement 
'ir^oroas prosecution. However 
muoh erory right thinking person may 
regrfit the occasion of it, no one can be 
aorprised at the attitude of the Main- 
land upon this subject. Indeed, tho 
very course now being taken through- 
out the country was long ago foreaha- 
dowed in these columns. It is ino- 
cisely what every intelligent person 
not utterly blinded by political party 
or sectional prejudice mii.st liavo anti- 
cipated as the natural and inoiitable 
result of tho course pursued by the lo- 
cal Administration. For Liio jjcople 
on tho Mainland to have acted olljcr- 
wise would have been to aliow inability 
to discriminate between right and 
wrong, to detect the most transparent 
and selfish trickery 'On the part of tho 
man in power, to see on which side 
their own interests lay. We would not 
ba understood as endorsing orery word 
contained in the resolutions and speecho 
emanating from these popular assem- 
blages, more particularly wherein they 
f£pear to assume that Victoria, as a 
•wHtole,' Approtes the action theyso just- 
ly condemn. Butwedomean to say 
that these utterances in the main indi- 
cate an intelligent and tolerably ac- 
curate apprehension of the real situa- 
tion. 



Opinion at Ottawa. 



Tlie Ottawa correspondent of tho 
"Mainland Cjuardian" writes: 

"If people were surprised to hear 
tho libiarabpropoBals made by-the G-ov- 
orument to Columbia, they ' were . as- 
tonished to learn that those proposals 
had been rejected; — for, of course, 
everybody looks upon the difliculty 
raised about Mr. Kdgar'a credentials 
as tantamount to a rejection. A good 
wagon road and telegraph lino through 
the I'rovinco ; a minimum annual ex 
poridituro of one and a half million 
dollars upon railway construction, un- 
til the lino was completed though the 
Province ;and the immediate eommonce- 
iiiuut of actual construction upon 
Vancouver Island, a section which 
many of tho staunchest advocates of 
the work and of Mr. Miiokenzio's Min- 
istry, Ibiuk ought not to form a part 
of the Canadian Pacific Kail way at all ; 
—that the local Administration of Col 
umbia should reject such proposals as 
i.hese was regarded on every hand as 
downiight infatuation, and as inexpli- 
(Mible as it was astonishing. 

' Thosejwho remember that every ef- 
fect uiust have a cause, are gradually 
forming their owri' conclusions as to 
this escapade, as it has been called , of 
Messrs. Wulkem <t Co. It is remem- 
borcd that if the proposals from Ot- 
tawa had been accepted, it would have 
been necessary for tlio Columbian 
House of Assembly to be dissolved, 
that the people might express their ap- 
proval or disapproval of those terms; 
and it is remembered that, if the peo- 
ple had been accorded such. an .oppor- 
tunity, they might have expressed 
their approval, or disapproval, upon 
some other points, making things awk- 
ward for Messrs. Walkem & Co. On 
tho other hand, if the proposals from 
Ottawa had been promptly and flatly 
rejected, such a summary rejection of 
terms so manifestly to the advantage 
of Columbia, jiiightLavo raised such a 
popular clamor of indignation as the 
local Administration would not care to 
face, although secure for the time in 
their ministerial berths. Hence the 
policy of evasion and delay. Hence the 
pretended doubts about Mr. Edgar's 
authority to act, and the mnnoouvring 
to throw upon tho Dominion Govern- 
ment the charge of breakmg off nego- 
tiation — raanojuvres ■which have done 
more to damage the reputation of the 
local ministers here, than their prompt 
rejection of the terms would have done. 
Hence, at length, the deliegation to 
England."

His 
original title as a poor was Lord Pan- 
mure, but ho took tho title of Earl of Dal- 
bousie on the death of his cousin iu 18G0. 
For many years the deceased Earl was 
Grand Master of tho Scotch Masons, but 
ho resigned that post in 1870.

Wo always aow salt broadcaijt, early in 
Spring over our g(iri,len ground, and 
one year our Germp.u workman — when 
wo told him that Halt was good for on- 
ions and other annual crops — one clay 
in our absence gave our crops such ii 
dose that they gave up life. When 
we asked why he did it, tbo reply was, 
"ino think iittlo good, nioro so much 
bettor." To apply salt Bpocilically to 
any growing plant, our advice is to 
uso it in a liquid form, i. o. ; half a pint 
of aiilt to two gallona of water, applied 
to the ground around the plant, but 
not touching the foliage. — Ex

DELAVEO DISPATCHES. 

Europe. 

Paris, July cJ.Tf^Couot do Cbambord 
has issued tho following manifesto: — ■ 

"Frenchinenrf^jfpu '.ilfave •feciuired 
tomporaiy oxpedidnts-^of safety. The 
country now Beeins to ba on tho eve of 
frosh chingors. Franco bus nood of 
Royalty. My birth lias made mo your 
Iviug. I would bo wanting iu tho ino.st 
sacrod of duties if I uegloctpd to mako 
11 eupreine oll'ort to overthrow .iuter- 
posiiig biiiTiers of j)rejudice. 1 am 
aware of tho accusiitioiia against mo. 
I have rGiunincd silout in order not to 
add to the difTicultios of the illustrious 
soldiers who protect you. Bccauso of 
the acoumulation of errors and false- 
hoods silence is no loag^r jerroissable. 
Persons have pretonaea to" lufferstand 
from liiissia's declarations that I plac- 
ed tho royal power above the laws and 
dreamed of unlieard-of Governmental 
combinations. Based upon absolutism 
and arbitrary laws, tho French Chris- 
tian monarchy is a limited monarchy 
in its very essence. It borrows nothing 
from Governments or fortuno which 
promises bounteous prosperity, and 
lead to ruin. This limited monarchy 
admits of tho existence of two Cham- 
bers — one nominated by the King and 
the other elected by the nation. Ac- 
cording to legally established suffrage 
tho union of people and King enabled 
ancient monarchy to frustrate for coii- 
turios tho calculations of those seeking 
to domineer over tho people ]jy con- 
tiehding against tho King. It is un- 
true that my policy is at variance with 
tbe aspirations of the country.. W.e 
both desire strong ropairative powers, 
which a durable alliance wilh monar- 
chy alone can give. I wish ropresent- 
atires qt th.^ nation to-be vigilant aux- 
ileriea for the examination of questions 
submitted to them, and will not brave 
barren parliamentary struggles, from 
which sovereigns often issue powerless 
aud weakened. In rejecting foreign 
and imperial formula with the king, 
who reigns but does not goverii, 1 fefel 
myself entirely in harmony "with the 
immense majority. I am ready now, as 
before. The House of France is sin- 
cerely reconciled to lot there be atruce 
to our divisions. Is it not time to re- 
store prosperity and grandeur to 
France, with venerable royalty?" 

Madrid, July 3. — The garrison of 
Bilboa has retired within the town. 
Tho Carliata have reoccupied tho posi- 
tion thoy formerly held before the 
town. 

Paris, July 3. — The Commission of 
Thirty- lias passed a clause approving 
a second Chamber, and Count de 
Chambord baa issued a manifesto in 
which he declares that France desires 
absolutism aild wishes a limited Chris- 
tian monarchy. The manifesto favors 
tho formation of two Chambers, tho 
sovereign nominating, the one and the 
nation electing the other,' The king 
reigning must govern, therefore he 
would not allow barren patty' Strug- 
gles, 

Paris, July 4th. — In the National As- 
sembly to-day M. Le Brun asked why Le 
Union was suspended. In reply M. 
Fourton, Minister of tho Interior, admit- 
ted that tho suspension was partly bo- 
oause tho paper had attacked tho Sopten- 
nato and partly beeauso it had published 
many spcechea of Count do Chambord. 
Hers there was great excitemont in tho 
Chamber. When it subsided M. Fourton 
further stated that the powers of Marshal 
MaoMahon was irrevocable. 

IJiiKLiN, July -t. — Prince Bismarck has 
arrived at Kissongen to take waters. 

Tho town of Tonodos, on the island of 
that name, has bijcn destroyed by fire. 
Only ton houses aro loft standing. 

London, July I. — Intelligence has been 
hero that 300 convicts >it Senogambia late- 
ly iiiviidod tlio L'ortugueso territory and 
burned eighteen villages. 

Tho Crown Prinoe Froderiok William 
of Germany and Princess Victoria, his 
wife, have arrived at Rydo, in tho Isle of 
Wight. 

London, Juno 30. — Tho Carlisle July 
mooting commenced to-da}-. Tho Cum- 
berland Plato was won by Agglothorpe; 
Chimes second, Bonny Clyde third. Sev 
en ran. The betting was 10 to 1 against 
the winner, 9 to 1 against Chimes, and 25 
to 1 against Clyde. 

Lo.NDoN, July o.-In tho IIouso of Lords 
to-uiglit,tho IvLU-lol'Doubighaskod whetli- 
ur England was to be rcpre.sentod in tho 
Brussels Congress. Ho said tho papora 
relating thereto had an underhand ap- 
pearance. The programme of the so-cal- 
led Universal Society indicated that it 
was especially designed to )]rcmioto hu- 
manity, piirticuhirly in rolalion to tho 
treatment of prisoners of war. It now ap- 
peared that tho Euiperor of Russia father- 
ed tho whole nlTair. The programtne con- 
tained articles dealing with every contin- 
gency ef war. Some of the proposed 
rules might couple naval actions. 

Tlio Earl of Derby, Kecretary of State 
for the Foreign Department, repli(!d that 
a feeling of uneasiness was not at all un- 
natural or unfounded, and ho was glad of 
the opj)ortu;iity to say something to dis- 
pel it. Tbe British Qovarnn^ent had de- 
ferred itii answer toltbojQYitati9h to par- 
tioipato in tbe Gongree^ uutil tho last mo- 
ment. It had given no particular encour- 
agement to tho project, but in all the 
great Powers had conHouted to take part 
in tho Congro.ss, which aimed at tho miti- 
gation of aiiirering. It was thought that 
on absolute and unconditional refusal 
would bo liable to mrsropresontation, and 
the goTornment had thoroforo decided to 
ftooont the invitation, stipulating that 
England was not.lo bo required to discuss 
rules of intoruatioual law governing tho 
relations of belligerents, or undertake 
any engagements in regard to the princi- 
ples, and tho scope of Congress did not 
inoludo matters relating to maritime war- 
fare, England would not send a ropro- 
aoiitfttivo unless she was distinolly assur- 
ed on those points, ospocially the last. In 
any case, her raproaentativo would not bo 
empowered to consent to the adoption of 
any neyv rules. He would simply watoh 
and report. the proceedings of the govern- 
ment, reserving foil liberty nfiaotiau.

Tho London ScasofI— A Crowded 
City— Gny Scenes in Ilotteu Itow. 

At the theatre on a groat night, when 
every corner is pncketi, it is usual to hang 
out a placard with tho inscription, "No 
room." Some warning of this sort should 
really bo exhibited just now outaiflo Lon- 
don. It is already full to overflowing, 
and thoro ia.baiely standing-room in the 
doorway, aa^ife't^erojfor any tUbi^'Visilors. 
I BuppoBO' th'e t'tfWiTfievait' Blf oro"^wa8 so 
full as it has been this. wuok. Every 
room in every hotel of tho best standing 
has been taken for weeks past, and there 
is a rush even upop the inns and taverns. 
Private lodgings have, of course, overy- 
wherobeen at a premium, and in thocen- 
tral par|s of the metropolis scarcely a bed 
is to be had. If this goes on, strangers 
will have to qualify for the casual wards 
of the work-liouHcs, where at least thoy 
will bo sure of straw and "skilly." All 
day long Piccadilly and Regent Street 
are thronged like afaii:, and in tho after- 
noon thoro is a ohronio block of carriages 
for an hour 01^ two in all tho streets lead- 
ing to Hyde Park. Experieucod observ- 
ers doclaro that tho multitude at Epsom 
on the Derby Day was, without doubt, too 
very largest ever seen thoro; yet it did not 
perceptibly diminish tho general cruSh 
in town. There are always a great many 
knowing people who say to thcmsolves 
on such an occasion: "Hero is a good 
ideal Everybody will bogoingto tho Der- 
by, and that will give us a ca])ital chance 
of seeing the pictures at the Academy" — ■ 
or whatever tho favorite exhibition may 
be — "quietly and i comfortably, without 
any squeezing." The conseqnence'is that 
tha rooms are choked to suffocation. In 
point of fact there is a great 
deal moro everyday cleverness iu the 
world than most clever iieonlo imagine. 
Tho intanso heat has, perhaps, rather kept 
down the attendance at the theatres, and 
the regulation hospitalities of the period, 
of course, tell in the same way. But, as 
a rule, all othor amusements have been 
thronged. Tho forenoon procession by 
the side of Rotten Row at thi.s season 
reaches OAtraordinary dimensions. Tho 
Derby is quickly followed by tho Ascot 
races, and between these two events the 
season is brpngbt; to a oli^ox. Every- 
body who is coming to town has come, 
and nobody has yet gone away — oxcejjt 
tho Queen who is not a festive person, 
and does not count — and tho whirl of 
fashionable gayety is at its giddiest pace. 
BoTTEN now, 

Tho Row is the gonoval rendezvous. 
Tho poople on horseback aro always a 
pretty sight, or at least the horses are; 
but tuo moat wonderful part of the show 
is the poople who sit in chairs on the path 
under tho trees or mako bolieve to walk, 
for movement in such a crush is almost 
Iiopaloss, and tho promonadcrs scarcely 
do more than "mark tiino,"nsthe soldier's 
sometimes do. Tho scene ia like a jjano- 
raniafrom tho fashion books. Every style 
of costumo is paraded for iuapeotiou, and 
tlio long line unfolds like an endless rib- 
bon of rainbow hues. It is imimssiblo 
not to bo struck by tho increase of bright- 
noHs and picturcaquoness in the female 
attire of to-day compared with what it was 
a fow years ago. Modern dress, how- 
ever, if more briUiant and striking, is, it 
must be admitted, scarcely so modest as 
it used to be, and would seem to be chiefly 
designed with tho object of at once cover- 
ing and dibcovoring the figures. The 
closely-fitting dress of tho /oiirrcau typo 
is alnnwt univ.irsully adopted, ond oli'ers 
a somewliat uggressivo challenge to tho 
eye. Thcire may bo a piquancy in its bold- 
ness, but it cortainly detraots from the 
■oft and tender graoeof womanhood. The 
tight eliuging.jr'pbe of diaphanous gossa- 
mer, which is apiH'opriatetl to tho somi- 
nudity of oveiiing dress, ia atill moro 
alarming. There are many indications gf 
the possession of wealth and tho multi- 
plication of sudden fortunes. The pace 
f social competition grows more furious 
and good taste is sacrificed to the osten- 
tation which eomp(ds rcnnark if not re- 
H))ect. Rouge Reonjs to bo coming more 
commonly in uso for fair eliee!;s. The 
footman's powdered hair is b'.'coniing tho 
rule rather than the exception, und every- 
body who choosoB snorts a cockade on 
the men servants' b^ts. Until lately pow- 
ilor was regarded as' an exclusive badge 
of an old and distinguished family and a 
parvenu who flowered his sorvants' btiad 
was laughed at. Tho rule which restrict- 
ed the right to use cockades to officers of 
the army — the cockade being, in fact, an 
old military ornament — used also to bo 
strictly observed; but all those distinc- 
tions ara now, perhaps very naturally, 
being swept away, and the only limit to 
what people may do, if thoy ohooso, is 
tho lebgtli of thoir purses. All the rich 
people in tbe country come to town for 
at least a few weeks or months to spend 
thoir monoy. — Coi-r. N. F.j7Vme«, June 0. 

It is well known fiat Sir John !Mac- 
donald is a Presbyterian, tiioiigh not 
too much given to church-going. His 
excuse to hisj minister for laxity in 
that respect is well Itnown.
